Cenelrded from Ini Peoonass cf Fel 22. 


Probably however that mark of 
unity about which there is in these 
days moat difference of opinion as to 
its necessity is tinity of discipline 
Or ministration. Dy this we mean 
the necessity of Christian 
pertuking together as one visible 
body, of the sacraments ordained by 
Christ, ministered by those whohave 
had authority otven to them so to 
minister them, im oan unbroken 
spiritual d seent from the Apostles 
to whom Christ himsclf gave the 
commission. This would not have 
been so 300 vears avo, Till that time 
it is an indisputable fact that “not a 
single instanee can bes produced in 
which during the tirst tfteencenturies 
ordinations performed hy presbyters 
only Were really allowed, There | 
were Indeed attompts made at times | 
hy presby ters to assiine the office of | 
bishop and to ordain other presbyters, | 
but these attempts only helped to 
bring out more stionely the unis 
versal opinion of the church on the | 
subject. (And, therefore, til that 
time there was no doubt as to the | 
necessity of this unity in discipline. 
For instance, Arius, a presbyter of 
Armenia, in’ the fourth century, 
made such an attempt, but he was | 
on accqunt of ths reckoned among | 
heretics, and Eypiphanius writing 
shorty after imputes his so doing to 
“his ignorance of the Scriptures, and 
proves henee, as fom an undoubted 
principle, that bishops and pucesby- 
ters were not of the same order, be- | 
eanse presbyters had het power to 
ordain.” There was another ease 
In the same century in whieh a 
man named Tschyras pretended to | 
be a presbyter as having been or- 
dained by Colluthus a 
Eeypt. This Colluthus 
manded by Hesius and other bishops 
synodically assembled to return to 
the order of presbyters  whereto he 
was ordained, and consequently 
all those whom he ordaine (returned 
to their former stations, and) Tschiyras 
became adayman.”}) And even at 
the time of the reformation there is 
aniple evidenee to prove that the 
chief reformers OF the continent cid 
Hot wish to separate themselves!
